TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
NEATH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1960.  It  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circular  1/61  (Wales), 
issued  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  1960  is  41.540  which 
is  60  more  than  the  estimated  population  for  1959. 

A census  was  taken  in  1961,  a few  months  before  this  report  was  written, 
and  the  preliminary  census  figure  given  for  Neath  Rural  District  is  40,783. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

This  rate  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  live  births  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population  and  for  this  year  is  14.08.  The  actual  number  of  live  births 
was  585,  made  up  of  292  males  and  293  females.  Fifteen  of  these  live  births  were 
recorded  as  being  illegitimate  and  were  made  up  of  10  females  and  5 males. 

The  birth  rate  has  been  steadily  declining  for  many  years  and  except  for 
1951,  this  year  is  the  lowest  recorded. 

DEATH  RATE 

There  were  451  deaths  in  the  area  during  1960.  These  deaths  were  made 
up  of  262  males  and  189  females.  This  gives  a death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation of  10.86,  as  compared  with  11.78  for  last  year.  Sixty-eight  per  cent,  of  the 
deaths  were  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  were  fairly  evenly 
distributed  throughout  the  year  except  as  one  would  have  expected  a slight 
increase  during  the  last  quarter. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  was  the  cause  of  death  of  222 
persons,  out  of  the  451  recorded.  Cancer  of  the  various  organs  was  the  next  most 
frequent  cause  and  90  persons  were  certified  as  having  died  from  cancer.  Out 
of  this  90,  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  claimed  20  males  and  3 females. 
Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  system  which  not  so  many  years  ago  was  the 
commonest  cause  of  death  in  this  area  was  certified  in  only  53  cases. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

It  is  the  usual  thing  nowadays  to  record  that  no  mother  died  as  the  result 
of  childbirth  during  the  year,  and  I do  so  again  this  year.  But  as  many  members 
will  remember  this  was  not  always  so.  Credit  must  go  to  the  services  provided 
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under  the  National  Health  Act,  to  the  skill  and  knowledge  of  the  Doctors  and 
nurses  who  administer  it,  and  one  must  not  forget  the  discovery  of  the  anti-biotic 
drugs  which  have  helped  so  much  in  dealing  with  infection  in  the  parous  woman. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  infants  per 
thousand  live  births  who  die  before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months.  The  number 
of  infants  who  died  this  year  before  reaching  their  first  birthday  was  eleven, 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  18.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded 
in  the  Neath  Rural  Area.  Out  of  the  eleven  infants  who  died,  eight  died  from 
prematurity  and  congenital  deformity,  one  from  hydrops  foetalis,  one  from 
pneumonitis  and  one  from  atelectasis. 

Much  research  is  now  being  carried  out  in  various  medical  centres  on  the 
cause  of  these  infantile  deaths.  Why  should  a baby  be  born  prematurely  or 
deformed  ? These  are  the  questions  that  have  yet  to  be  answered  and  until  these 
answers  are  known,  the  number  of  deaths  must  remain  high. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Apart  from  a mild  outbreak  of  Measles  of  which  153  cases  were  notified 
to  the  department,  very  few  notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurred  during  the  year. 

It  is  significant  that  again  this  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
nor  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area. 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  vigorously  carried 
out  and  1,920  persons  received  their  first  injection,  1,915  received  their  second 
injection  and  7.459  received  their  third  injection  of  the  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccine. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  similar  to  the  number  of  notifications 
received  in  1959.  During  the  year  two  deaths  only  were  reported  with  tuberculosis 
as  the  cause  of  death.  This  again  is  the  lowest  death  rate  for  tuberculosis  that 
has  ever  been  recorded  in  the  Neath  Rural  Area. 

Dare  we  hope  that  here  is  another  disease  which  is  on  the  way  out  ? 

In  the  same  way  as  we  are  protecting  children  against  poliomyelitis  and 
diphtheria,  so  we  are  offering  protection  against  tuberculosis  for  all  children  of 
13  years  and  over  with  B.C.G.  vaccine. 

Parents  of  children  in  Secondary  Modern  and  Grammar  Schools  are 
responding  well  to  our  scheme  but  I would  like  every  child  to  be  vaccinated 
before  they  leave  school  so  that  they  may  be  protected  against  tuberculosis  before 
they  enter  factories,  shops,  mines,  etc. 

HOUSING. 

During  1960,  74  houses  and  flats  were  completed  and  occupied.  Thus  since 
1946,  the  Council  has  built  and  let  a total  of  2,197  houses. 

A recent  survey  of  the  applications  for  rehousing,  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Stanford,  revealed  that  there  were  still  746  names  on  the  list. 

When  all  the  applications  have  been  sorted  out  and  the  number  of  points 

allocated  to  each  applicant,  he  estimates  about  500  houses  will  be  needed  for 
the  above. 
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This  is  indeed  a wonderful  improvement  on  the  original  list  of  3,000  appli- 
cants— a list  which,  whatever  we  did,  never  seemed  to  grow  less. 

During  the  year  41  houses  were  scheduled  under  the  Housing  Acts  for 
demolition  and  closure. 


FLOODING 

December  1960  was  a month  not  easily  forgotten  by  many  of  the  inhabitants 
in  the  Neath  Rural  Area.  Heavy  and  continual  rain  caused  severe  flooding  in 
many  parts  of  the  District,  Aberdulais  and  Glynneath  being  the  worst  hit.  Many 
other  individual  houses  were  also  affected.  The  distress,  discomfort,  and  damage 
to  property  and  household  equipment  was  so  great  that  a fund  was  opened  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council  for  the  relief  of  these  unfortunate  people.  All 
claims  were  dealt  with  sympathetically  and  a total  of  £2,000  was  paid  out  as 
some  compensation  for  damage  to  their  property  and  househod  goods. 

Members  of  the  Council  who  do  read  through  the  whole  of  this  Annual 
Report  will  note  with  some  satisfaction  how  much  care  is  taken  of  the  food  we 
eat,  the  water  we  drink  and  even  the  air  we  breathe.  These  matters  are  taken 
for  granted  nowadays,  nevertheless,  a careful  watch  is  kept  on  all  these  vital 
factors  which  play  such  an  important  part  in  maintaining  the  standard  of  health 
of  the  people. 

I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  of  the  variety  of  new  industries 
which  have  come  to  the  Neath  Rural  District.  They  have  all  been  welcomed, 
for  they  bring  work,  prosperity  and  contentment  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  area. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  they  also  bring  problems  of  various  kinds. 
In  some  of  these  factories  intricate  chemical  processes  are  taking  place  and  often 
nuisances  arise  which  may  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  community.  All 
these  complaints  come  to  the  Health  Department  to  be  sorted  out  and  a solution 
found.  Here  I must  give  credit  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  keen 
interest  they  have  taken  in  these  matters  and  also  to  the  managers  of  the  various 
factories  for  their  unstinted  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department. 

I have  included  in  this  report  a resume  of  the  work  carried  out  by  Neath 
and  District  Divisional  Health  Committee,  under  the  National  Health  Services 
Act  of  1946. 

Several  members  of  the  Neath  Rural  District  Council  are  also  members 
of  this  committee,  and  indeed  one  of  them  is  its  Vice-Chairman. 

It  may  seem  dull  reading  for  it  is  chiefly  in  statistical  form,  neverthless, 
it  contains  much  useful  information  as  to  the  services  provided  for  children  of 
all  ages,  expectant  mothers  and  the  care  of  sick  in  their  homes. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  encouragement  in  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department,  to  Mr.  Stanford  and  his  staff  of  Health  Inspectors 
and  to  the  two  ladies  of  my  Clerical  Staff  for  their  loyal  assistance  at  all  times.
